Labour Guild av:ivitios yostor- 
day, in connection with Dr. Sun 
Yat-son's death, had a ecquel at 
tho Contral Magistracy « this 
morning, when two men wore 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
whilst two othors ~.woro 
named in a prosecution for hold- 
Ing a procession without having 
first obtained the necessary 
pormit from tho Sccrotary for 
Chinoso Affairs. 

Sutherinnd Stroot, where the 
General Fedoration of Hongkong 
Labour has its Headquarters, 
war visited by Inspoctor P. 
Grant, from the West Point 
Police Station, whon — tho 
streot was biccked by a huge 
crowd of Iasbourors which had 
overflowed from the, promiros of 
Fedoration. Tho crowd waa or 
dered to move on, and tho workers 
complied, wilh tho excoption of 
two mon who, having had their 


orations interrupted, appeared tol” 


bo disinclined to movo. Thoy 
retraced their way back whon the 
officor walked off, and ono of thom 
took up a stool on which bo bad 
boon standing to address tho 
crowd, and mado as if to throw it 
at tho officer. Tho .upshot was 
that the two mon wore put under 
arrest, and a numbor of Europoan 
officers dispatched to the soone to 
k-op tho stroot clonr of demon.

THE LAW !XPLAINED, 
:Thoro dotails were rolated by 
Inspectar Grant whon the caso 
came up this morning, and his 
Worship was: at ‘considorablo 
pains to mako cloar to tho dofon- 
dants in what respect thoy wont 
against the law.

ities, for the information of 
readers beyond the confines of the 
Colony, for whom, alao, a busi- 
neas directory of the members of 
the Chamber is provided, and 
should prove of great valuc In 
promoting the Colony'’s trade. 
There are also an impor- 
tant account of local wire- 
less development in 1924, an 
iNustrated summary of the re:

ean on. the commercial deve- 
lopment of the Port and a striking

Insurance Against Disablemente, 

Early in the year the important 
subject arose of insurance against 
death or disablement as a result 
of piracy of officers of merchant 
ships on the China Coast, The 
Government wrote to the Chamber 
sugiesting that a-scheme of in- 
surance might be operated either 
by Government or by private In- 
surance Company somewhat on the 
lines of the National Insurance 
Acta, contributions to be made by 
the owners, officers nnd the Gov- 
ernment. The Committee gave 
this question very enreful cons!- 
deration, and replicd to the Gov- 
ernment its follows; 

“The Chamber is strongly of 
opinion that compensation to both 
officers and crews of merchant 
ships should be paid in these 
cases, On the question of — the 
source * whence compensation 
should be drawn, however, the 
Chamber desires to point out that 
in most enses the liability rests 
firat with the Chinese Government 
which fails to fulfil its treaty 
obligations by affording to mer- 
chant shipping protection from 
the depredations of pirates.

The Convoy System, 

Correspondence took place’ in 
October between the Government 
und the Shipping Companies, the 
Government stating that it was 
proposed, unless the Companies 
saw grounds for objection, to 
abandon the convoy syatem for 
vessels.on the Canton run. The 
reply of the Shipping Companica 
was that they “would not object 
to the nbandonment of the con- 
voy system provided H. M..

The Government forwarded for 
the information of the Chamber 
copy of a circular despatch re- 
ceived from the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies relating to the 
Trnde Facilities Act, 1924.

Japanese Earthquake Disaster, 

On the 24th March the — final 
accounts of the Japanese Earth- 
quake Disaster Hongkong Relief 
Fund were Iatd before the Gov- 
ernor, and His Excellency, through 
the Colonial Secretary, expressed 
to the members of the Relief Fund 
Committee his great appreciation 
of the work done by them. The 
balanee’ in hand at the end of 
March amounted to $115,000 and 
was dealt with as follows: 

Yen 60,000 was contributed 
for the purpuse of mecting 
deficit on the working of the 
s.8, “Tai Wayfoong” and Yen 
88,000 was remitted to the Kobe 
Relief Committec—half 4o meet 
the needs of the Japanese suf. 
ferers and half to meet the 


needs of foreigners other than]: 


Japanese, and including British 

nnd Chinese. 

The Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the. Marthquake 
‘Rolief Fund, Kobe, wrote: “May 
Task you to convey to your Com- 
mittee our deep sense of apprecia- 
tion and gratitude for  thia 
splendid und timely donation. 
Wo had come almost to the end of 
our resources, while there. are 


still frequent requests -for assis-} 


tance from deserving cases which 
could not be met excepting for 
this unlooked for donation from 
you.” In. November the Japan 
United Foreign Board of Trade,

Motor Engines for Fishing Junks. 
The Harbuur Master brought 


to the. attention of the Chamber,’ 


with a view to the exploration of 
the commercial posalbilitics open- 
ed up, an application by a fishing 
junk owner for perminaion to fit his 
new junk with a motor. The Junk 


owner proposed to Install a 100" 


hp. engine, made In the interior, 
for which, he intended to pay 
$10,000.. The Harbour Master 
pointed out that there ‘arc five to 
six thousand fishing boata Hicens- 
ed in Hongkong and it should not 
be many years before, as in tho 
tnso of the other fishing fects of 
the world, auxilary power will 
be Introduced in the majority of 
the boats. He suggested that 
British firms might be interested 
to go into the question of praduc- 
ing a suitable engine, the main 
requiremonts being simplicity and 
sufficient power to propel a junk 
80 to 90 fect long and of two to 
three thousand piculs enpacity at 
n speed of five or six knots. A 
number of local firms have sinca 
thoroughly investigated the pro- 
blem. 

Recreation for Crews in Port. 

At tho instance of Capt. C. B. 
Riggs, Manager of Holt’s Wharf, 
the Chamber called the attention 
of the Government to the necd for 
recrentionat facilities for the 
crews of steamers in Port. 
they needed, it was. suggested, 
was playing space for football 
near tha principal wharves—the 
Hongkong & Kowloon Wharf & 
Godown Co. and Hola Wharf, 
After considerable correspondence 
between Shipping Companics and 
the Chamber directed to ascertain- 
Ing tho approximate extent of he 
facilities required, it waa arranged 
that ships’ crows could uso tho 
ground of the Railway Recrention 
Club at a fee of $6 for cach occa- 
sion, such contribution to cover 
the provision of footballs and nec- 
cessary gear. The thanks of tho 
Chamber and of the Shipping Com- 
panies concerned were conveyed 
to the Government for the helpful 
support given ‘in tho matter, 


Tobacco Duties in Hongkong. 


The Chamber was ayked to take | 


up the question of the nature and 
amount of duty now levied on 
cigarettes in Hongkong which, it 
was urged, was impeding the ex- 
pansion of business and proving

Ricksha Robberies, 


Rocontly thoro has beon quite 
a crop of cases roported in which 
Europeans using rickshas at night 
havo boon convoyed to a moro or 
losa quict spot, whoro the ehafts 
of tho vohiclos havo boon dropped 
and a numbor of: thioves havo 
come up and robbed tho luckloss 
fares, In times past it bas boon 
a fairly common thing for ricksha 
coolios themsolves to rob passen- 
gors in this way, but lattorly tho 
actual thofta havo heoncommittod 
by othor mon, and it would appear 
that in practically ovory instanco 
tho number of robbors has beon 
givon as four. This suggosta that 
tho samo gang is‘ responsiblo for 
oll theso'casos, and, whaotis moro, 
that theso men aro working in 
collusion with tho rioksha coolios. 
Another point to bo stressed is 
that aoveral of these hold-ups havo 
occurred almost in the hoart of the 
businoss contre of the city. It 
would appoar thatthere aro quite 
a number of bad - charactors 
amongst our ricksha coolios, or, if 
that is not tho caso, that this gang 
of robbers has somohow, by in- 
timidation or otherwise, got somo 
hold ovor tho rioksba-pullers. In 
any ovont, tho recurronco of those 
incidents would soem to warrant 
thorough investigation by the 
police, for it is high timo this 
particular gang of ruffians was 
Inid by the hools, 


“ Honam’s ” Delay. 


Tho rocent mishap to tho rivor 
stoamor Honom, which rosulted 
in considorablo anxioty boing 
caused locally until tho facta of 
the caso became known, has 
caused o correspondent to un- 
burdon himsolf on what ho dos- 
cribon os “ao disgraco to the 
Colony "--namely, tho fact that 
it wos many hours boforo the 
roal naturo of the dolay bocame 
known. Tho ownors of the boat 
cannot, of course, bo blamed for 
this, a8 thoy wore as much in 
tho dark as other quartors until 
dofinito nows camo through, 
Howovor, our correspondent does 
mako a good point whon he sug- 
gosts that some means should bo 
davised whoroby oarlior informa- 
tion is sacured: whon, oe in -this 
caso, a ship ja disabled only 
some twenty-five milos from tho 
Colony, on a rivor which carries 
much traffic. . Whilst not pro- 
suming to adviso as to tho best 
methods to bo adopted to deal 
with such ao situation, it doos 
striko us that some arrangomont 
might be come to whoroby tho 
plight of ship so disablod, or in 
othor ways dolayod, should bo 
mado known, It is quite con- 
caivable that tho absonce of nows 
for sovoral hours might in such 
circumstances havo disastrous 
consoquonces to tho ship con- 
cornod; whilst it. is cloar that 
carly inforination might, as in 
this particular case, provont 
mauch noedloga anxiety,

EARLY FOREIGNERS. 


Attempts to Force Entry to China. 


Profossor MacNoir’s intorost- 
ing locturo in the courso on 
Chinoso and Foreign Relation- 
ships which is boing given undor 
the auspicos of tho Foroign Y.W. 
C.A. at Shanghai concernad itsolf 
tho othor day with tho commarcial 
intercourso with tho Spanish 
Dutch and English ond tho com- 
ing of tho Jesuits to China, Tho 
spéakor paid high tributo to the 
splondid pionoor work done by the 
Romon Catholic Church which 
ho say was sometimos ignored or 
minimizod to-day, 

Tho tardy ontry of tho Spanish 
into Chinogotrado Professor Mao- 
Nair attributed to the fact that 

{the Pope had divided the world 
into sphores ond assigned tho 
Oriont to Portugal. It was not 


_funtil 1543 that the Bpanish took 


tho Philippinos and Manila was 
founded in 1571, tho first contact 
betwoon Chinese and Spaniards 
taking placo not in China but in 
tho Philippines, 

Although tho Spanish woro 
eugor to effect an ontry into 
Ubina, they wero not allowed to 
romain intho Lmpiro os tradora 
and had to make thoir headquar- 
tors in tho Islands whoro tho 
Chinose could obtain tho greator 
This led to 
jealousy and finally betwoon 
20,000 and J0,000 Chinese were 
slaughtored in cold blood, China 
made no reprisals at that timo, 
but tho lesson was not lost upon 
hor, and hor futuro treatment of 
foroignors within hor 
wos largoly influenced thereby. 

. in 1601 tho Dutch attacked tho 
Philippines and in 1603 thoy ot- 
tompted to take Macao, aftor 
which thoy rotired from tho 
China coast fur 12 yoars. In 1624 
China allowod the Dutch to 
occupy tho Poscndores and also 
"Formosa, tho lattor’ pormission 
boing atragotio trickery 
Formosa was  accuplod 


tho forults -obtained at tho 
mission wore duo to mags sugges- 
tion... Tho church would bo'on 
dangorous ground if it esid that 
prayor for tho sick was suggcs- 
tion bacaues, if thoy followed 
that Hno of argumont to its logical 
conolusion, all'‘prayor wan sugges- 
tion, and thora was vory little in 
roligion at all, If ho accopted 
tho criticisms of some of the 
bishopa ho could not continue his 
work,.and would foel inclined to 
burn his Bible.

and conaumers. Tho duties were 
incronsed in 1921 to-offest an antl- 
cipated decreasa (which did not 
occur) in the revenues of the Co- 
lony. The method ‘of nasensing 
duty $s considered by firms con- 
corned to be inequitable, in #6 far 
as the major burden of taxation 
now falls upon consumers of low- 
priced cigarettes, who constitute 
the poorer classes of the commu- 
nity. For example, it was pointed 
out that cigarettes priced at $62 
a case pald duty at the rate of 
6360; a brand priced at $250 pald 
at 3063 a brand at: $1170 nt 23% 
and a high grade at $1,945 paid 
14%, The method of computing 
taxation, ‘based on the weight of 
tobacco, is critiefaed as cumber- 
some, hinderlng trade,on account 
of difficulty in adjusting prices. 
Furthermore, as fs well known, 
the Chincse Authorities watch 
taxation measures in Hongkong

apt to use them as an excuse for 
new taxation, © Canton was un- 
doubtedly influenced by , Hong- 
kong’s polley of high taxation 
when imposing a 2% sur-tax on 
cigarettes. 

The Chamber requested that the

Philippines and Prohibition. 


The American Consul-in-charge 
in Hongkong notified In September 
that, as a result of a decision that 
the Efyhteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
extends to the Philippine Islands, 
he had received instructions not 
to clear or grant bills of health 
to vessels on which Iiquor for 
beverage purposes {is loaded for 
delivery there. This position 
cused diMiculty to wine mer- 
chants in tho Colony ‘who had 
cargoes en route for Manila, and 
the Chamber was appealed to with 
the request that it would use its 
good offices to bring about some 
solution of the difficulty, On en- 
quiry, however, it was found that 
the authorities at Manila were 
not insisting on the exclusion of 
nleoholie beverages, and auch 
cargoes were not in practice pitb- 
ject to serious impediment.
